In the series of items on rule ambiguities appearing in HROB a definite 
statement, as to how this magazine would rule, was made in the majority 
of cases.' However, there were several where the question was left open, 
and Tr. Calhamer* s views were asked for, Lest I again be caught, as I 
was in the case of Boardraan 1 s Kule , • without having stated how i would 
rule prior to a case actually arising in a iuilOB game, I list all such 
below, with a ruling for each case.

Examples Turkey plays: Army Rumania to Serbia

Does the last of these orders cut the support of the Bulgarian army 
-or not? This question was broached in BROB #46 , where it was pointed 
out that the set of moves never made tactical sense, but that it some- 
times appears, none-the-less* due to hasty compiling of moves. In a 
letter in the -following issue, Charles i'.einsel stated that in his opinion 
the sup-oort should not be cut. That was. also the opinion of .Rod Valker, 
in Srewhon , and of John Boar dm an in Cfr au s t ark ' #112 . Don Eiller ruled 
similarly in Diplomania #14/15. Although my personal feeling is not 
overly sympathetic toward a player who makes a 'blunder of this type, 
BROB will go a-lonr m th the ruling, of the gpme smasters mentioned. Such 



unanimity is unique; let's not spoil it. In BHOB, therefore, a supporting 
unit, attacked "by a unit "belonging to the same power, will not have its 
support thereby cut.

In BROS -j--52 the question was raised whether it is legal for a power 
to simultaneously support and attack the sane foreign unit, Vox

on the same moTfe turn; The item indicated the circumstances in which 
such a set, of moves might, occasionally, he advantageous to a player. 
• The only comment I have seen on the question is "by Charles "jells in 
Lonely fountain #52, who ; believes that it should he allowed . That is 
also my own opinion., as there .appears to be nothing in the rule-book 
prohibiting the. move. In BROB, the set of moves is' legal. 



Can a Unit Cut Support Given to Itself? 

The example given in BKOB $52 wa.s as follows* 

Silesia

The question "is, does the Russian army 'in ■ Yfersaw continue to have the 
benef.it of,, the German support in withstanding the Turkish attack. 

The rulebook '-'states s "If a unit ordered to support in a given province 
is attacked from a different province the unit disregards its orde r 
to support", " 

The underlining here corresponds with the use- of italies in the rulebook. 
Pote that here, the unit ordered to support (the German army in Bilesia) 
was not attacked from a differ ent province but from the one which it 
was supporting. Therefore, there is no indication in the rulebook that 
the support i*s cut* 

-Although not technically "cut* 1 , according to the rulebook, I 
feel that the support is still not good. l T ote that f.r support to he 
effective, even though not nullified by a "cut" from the side, one of 
two conditions- must be satisfied: 

1, The orders of the supported unit and the supporting one must 

correspond. Array Ruhr- supports army Berlin, to liiel. is not effective 
if army Berlin is, in fact, ordered to }.-uni ch instead of to KJ. el. 

&« The one exception to the above conr'ition, explicitly laid down 
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in the rulebook, is that a force hot ordered maybe supported in 
•place * 

The array in Warsaw, " in our example, fulfills neither of these conditons; 
the support from Silesia is, therefore', not valid, although it is not, 
technically speaking, "cut", -fhis is, in essence, the position taken 
by Charles Veils in Lonely : .ountain, #32,

Of 7 course, in meny magazines the idea is pointless whether 
legal '.or not. &ny Diplomacy Journals, including this one, use Erannc.n's 
Hule., According -to it, .for the purpose of support and support cutting, 
a convoyed- army is considered to come .from t'.e position of the (last) 
convoy inc fleet, rather than, from its province of origin. So that an 
action which would cut the support of .the Fleet. in the Forth Sea would 
also .cut the support of an army convoyed by it, in your example, It is 
therefore pointless to tie up two forces, both a f&eet and an ermy, to 
do what the fleet alone could do quite - as. .effectively, jaracc)+))
